When Admiral 


United States and,for the use of 
troops remaining, is provided for in 
a contract signed with the French 
government, the war department was 
advised today by its special liquida- 
tion commission. Payment will be 
made in ten-year gold bonds, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 6 per 
cent from August 1, 1920. 

The bonds are to be redeemed in 
gold at Washington on a dollar 
basis, or, at the election of the 
United States, in France. The con- 
tract covers all “fixed installations,” 
such as docks, wharves, railroads, 
storage warehouses, barracks and 
refrigerator plants, as wellas sur- 
plus clothing, subsistence stores, 
motor equipment and munitions. 

Officials Are Satisfied. 

Although the price accepted rep- 
regented a thirty per cent reduc- 
tion from the value set by the com- 
mission, war department officials 
exprésgea) themselves as satisfied 
with the Gontract. The material was 
all imported to France free of duty. 
If arrangements weré’ made to sell 
it to any purchaser other than the 
French government, payment of all 
duties legitimately could have been 
demanded and these would have 
amounted $150,000,000 on a conserva- 
tive estimate. : 

The cost of guarding and storing

TWO MEET DEATH 
AS PLANES ERASE 
AT SOUTHER FIELD 


Lieutenant John K. Mac- 
Rae and Private Robert 
A. Brook Meet Instant 
Death in Mid-Air Col- 
lision. 


BROOK NEWNAN BOY;

Lieutenant Warde and 
Private Price Escape Se- 
rious Injury—Planes De- 
molished—Cause of Ac- 
cident Mystery.

Americus, Ga., August 28.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Lieutenant John K, MacRae 
and Private Robert A. Brook were 
instantly killed at Souther field 
shortly before noon today, when 
the airplane in which they were tak- 
ing a practice spin collided with 
another ship piloted by Lieutenant 
Wilfred B. Warde at an altitude of 
between 500 and 1,000 feet. . 

Brook, who was a resident of 
Newnan, enlisted in the air service 
on July 1, and was taking his first 
ride in an airplane when killed. 
Lieutenant Warde and Thomas W. 
Price, a private riding with him as 
passenger, escaped serious injury, 
though their plane was badly dame 
aged. 

The accident occurred at the east 
end of the flying field, a short dis- 
tance to the south of the disposal 
[plant. The two planes had left the 
ground together only a short time 
pefore.-~The air pilots were taking 
the two privates on the first rides 
they had ever experienced in 4t. 
airship under the rule which gave 
permission for enlisted men to be 
taken aloft before transfer from the 
camp, which has been ordered for 
some time within the next few days. 

Just, what happened is not yet 
known, although three officers, 
Lieutenants Wolfe, Wyatt and Mc-

tenant Wyatt, who is post adjutant,

lided on the wings, or whether the 
tail of Lieutenant Warde'’s ship 
struck the wing of Lieutenant Mac- 
Rae's.

It concludes by saying that 
“further investigation may disclose 
conditions upon which-a recovery 
can be had against John D. Ryan 
and others who are responsible for 
this wasteful expenditure. of public 
funds.”

The 
administration takes the view that 
“everything should not be shelved 
upon the president,” and that in 
the Armenian matter, at least, con- 
gress and not the president should 
take the initial action. 

Precedents Sought. 
When a spokesman for the ad- 
ministration was asked whether 
there was a precedent for congres- 
sional declaration of war without 
a presidential recommendation, he 
referred to the war of 1812, being 
under the impression that congress 
acted in that instance independ- 
ently, A reference to Senator 


Lodye’s history of the United States, 
however, shows that “Madison sent 
@ message to congress recounting 
the long series of aggressions upon 
American commerce by Great Brit- 
ain, and recommending a declara- 
tion of war.” 

The war with Spain, students of 
history here hold, could best be 
compared with the vi Fy pg war 
with Turkey, when, according to the 
popular conception, the United 
States entered upon hostilities to 
liberate a neighboring people bru- 
tally oppressed, and who aspired to 
set up a republic. Authorities on 
international law for a time were 
unable to agree upon any accepta- 
ble rule by which the American war 
against Spain might be justified. 
and finally decided that the only 
rule was one lifted from the com- 
mon law, the right to abate a nui- 
gsance at one’s door. 

In the war with Mexico, it was re- 
called, President Tyler had previous- 
ly recommended to congress the an- 
nexation of Texas, either by a sim- 
ple act, or by joint resolution, anc 
congress had passed the joint reso- 
lution. In pursuance of that resv- 
lution American troops were dis- 
patched to Texas and they were 
maneuvered in @ manner to compel 
the Mexicans to shed first blood. 
When the Mexican troops entered 
the disputed territory along the 
Rio Grande, which had not belonged 
to the department of Texas, Presi- 
dent Polk informed congress that 
“war exists . . by the act of 
Mexico herself,” and on the same 
day congress formally “recognized” 
its existence. : 

Considerable surprise was mani- 
fested here when it was made known 
that the administration thinks con- 
gress, rather than the president, 
should take up the Armenian prob- 
lem. It was pointed out by per- 
sons who have an opposite view that 
congress was not represented on the 
American peace delegation, when the 
Turkish peace, involving Armenia, 
was discussed, and is not represent- 
ed now, when it is still being con- 
sidered, Likewise President Wilson. 
rather than congress, has dispatched 
agents of this government to inves- 
tigate and report on conditions, in 
Asia Minor, including Armenia and, 
although complete reports have not 
yet been received, such information 
of an authoritative character as may 
be available is in the hands of the 
president and not of congress. 

Reports from London stating that 
Great Britain purposes to withdraw 
all her troops from the Caucasus 
by September 15, the withdrawal 
having been begun August 15, un- 
less the United States gives as- 
Surances of sending: military forces 
to Armenia within three months, 
also caused considerable surprise, as 
it was thought impossible for Eng- 
land to entertain any expectation 
of the United States taking control 
of the Armenian situation in the 
absence of at least a tacit under- 
standing with the state department 
or the Amerecan peace delegation at 
Paris. 

Persons in a position to know the 
situation in Asia Minor stated today 
that the British troops in the Cau- 
casus have been chiefly interested 
in assisting in the conversion of the 
Caspian sea into a British lake; in 
obtaining a dominating position in 
the Baku oil fields, and in promoting 
and supporting British. diplomacy 
in reducing Persia to a virtual Brit- 
ish protectorate. 

The outstanding fact here today in 
connection with the Armenian ques- 
tino was held to be the improbability 
of the United States taking any 
action in respect of Armenia at any 
appreciably early time, and the cer- 
tainty that the administration re- 
gards the sentiment of the country 
as being opposed to American inter- 
vention in Armenia.

Debate in Senate.

Petroleum Committee 
Eliminates Retroactive 
Features as Concession 
to Foreign Oil Interests. 


Mexico City, Wednesday,. August 
°7.—The petroleum committee of 
the Mexican senate today presented 
a resolution on legislation regu- 
lating article 27 of the constitu- 
tion of 1917, which nationalizes oil 
lands, and at the same time laid 
before the senate a draft of a law 
regulating this article and eliminat- 
ing all retroactive effects of pro- 
posed oil legislation. This is a con- 
cession for which foreign oil in- 
terests have been contending. The 
proposals submitted by President 
Carranza last November looking to 
the regulation of article 27, are now 
being considered by the chamber of 
deputies without decisive action as 
yet.

| Prisoner Near Liberty, After 


Ten Years of Legal: 
Battle. 


One of the most notable cases in 
Georgia criminal history came up 
before the state prison commission 
Thursday with the result that a 
unanimous recommendation for the 
parole of Dr. W. J. McNaughton, 
now serving a life term at the stat: 
farm, was made to Governor Dorsey 
by the commission, 


If the governor approves the rec- 
ommendation the prisoner will have 
his freedom after nearly ten years 
of legal battle. Dr. McNaughton was 
convicted at Swainsboro in August, 
1910, for the murder of Fred Flan- 
ders, and sentenced to be hanged. 

Thre times Governor rown 
granted a parole, and then upon a 
majority report of the prison com- 
mission in favor of his pardon, Gov- 
ernor Slaton commuted his sentence 
to life imprisonment. The case has 
been through to the state supreme 
court twice, and was taken to the 
supreme court of the United States, 
though never heard there, occasion- 
ing sensational interest each time. 

Dr. McNaughton was jointly in- 
dicted with Mrs. Flanders for mur- 
der, the charge being that the two 
conspired while the physician was

No provision is made in the Dent 
bill ‘for either compulsory military 
training or service. It takes as a 
basis the national defense act of 
June 3, 1916, and proceeds by amend- 
‘ments — to that act. The bill raises 
‘the ‘strengh of the army from 175,000 
to 250,000. It provides for sixteen 
‘divisions of infantry and one of 
cavalry. The sixty-five regiments of 
infantry, including the Porto Rican 
regiment, is the same as that now 
provided by the national defense act. 
But it increases the infantry by 48 
machine gun battalions; increases 
the field artillery from 2lto 48 reg- 
iments, and leaves the cavalry and 
coast artillery as constituted in the 
national defense act. 
| Staff Corps Increased. 
Staff corps and bureaus are in- 
creased by one-third over the na- 
tional defense act, and the ordnance 
department is increased by one- 
half. Provisions also are made for 
air and chemical warfare services 
and a tank corps. That instruction 
of the national guard and reserve 
officers’ training corps in various 
schools and colleges may be con- 
tinued, provision is made for 1,647 
detached officers in addition to those 
authorized+by section 25 of the na- 
tional defense act. 

. Because our war experience proved 

their importance, according to Mr. 
Dent, the medical department, corps 
engineers and chemical warfare 
service will have a permanent per- 
sonnel by provisions of his bill. He 


believes the signal, tank and quar- 
termaster corps, air service and the 
ordnance and judge advocate gen- 
eral’s departments likewise should 
have a permanent personnel and so 
provides for them, above certain 
grades, in his proposal. The base 
pay of captains, first and second licu- 
, tenants is raised $300 a year. 

The bill also undertakes to amend 
the national defense act so as to pro- 
vide that the chief of the militia bu- 
reau shall be an officer in active 
service with the national guard, not 
below the rank of colonel. . It is 
believed that the national defense 
act contains ample provision for the 
rehabilitation with a far better or- 
ganization than ever before for the 
national guard, provided it can ob- 
tain friendly administrative assist- 
‘ance from Washington. 

The recent war developed a number 
of national guard officers capable 
of filling the position of chief of this 
bureau, and the appointment of 
such an officer would, it is believed, 
be a happy solution of some of the 
difficulties now attending the reor- 
ganization of the national guard. 

Other Measures Proposed. 

The war department measure. 
worked out by the army general 
staff, provides for a regular army 
of 576,000, and three months’ com- 
pulsory military service for all 
youths who reach the age of 19 
years, unless exempted. The Kahn- 
Chumberlain measure provides fora 
regular army of 225,000, and six 
months’ military and. vocational 
training for all youths who reach 
the age of 19, unless exempted, 

It is understood the army reor- 
ganization plan which the National 
Guard association will submit, pro- 
vides for a smaller. regular army 
than the general staff bill, provides 
for universal renee for the na- 
tion’s youth, and makes provisions 
for a national guard of substantial 
size and real efficieney. The gen- 
eral staff bill practically ignores 
the national guard and makes only 
small provision for an air service, 
The National Guard association has 
opened offices in New York, with 
John M. Rose as chairman, and has 
begun a determined. fight on the 
senate staff plan. It appears cer- 
tain now that no army reorganiza- 
tion plan will be actepted and put 
into operation for sé@veral months. 
There will be long congressional 
hearings in both house and senate, 
and advocates of various and sundry 
plans are now in. training to exert 
all their energies towhrd adoption 
of their petitions. "The situation is 
decidedly tangled.

Only Four Congressmen 
Against Award — Glow- 
ing Tributes Paid to 
Leader of A. E. F. 


Washington, August 28.—In rec- 
ognition of General John J. Per- 
shing’s services in the war, the 
house today passed a bill authoriz- 
ing the president to confer on him 
the permanent rank of general. The 
measure now goes to the senate. 

Two hundred and seventy-one 
members voted for passage of the 
bill and four representatives, Con- 
nelly and Jones, democrats, Texas; 
Schall, progressive, Minnesota, and 
Temple, republican, Pennsylvania, 
voted against it. 

Immediately after passage of the 
bill the house unanimously adopted 
a resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to arrange 
for a joint session of congress to 
welcome General Pershing upon his 
return to the United States next 
month. 

Tributes to General Pershing were 
paid by many members of the house. 
Democratic Leader Clark said Per- 
shing was more deserving than any 
former general, “having commanded 
more troops than any other man and 
having fought on three continents.” 

Republican Leader Mondell said 
“along with his great military lead- 
ership, General Pershing has been 
alert enough to maintain an inter- 
est in the country’s affairs,” and 
urged the high rank for the com- 


| mander as a recognition of his ex- 


traordinary services. 

Former Speaker Cannon, Illinois, 
paid a tribute to the humane senti- 
ments of General Pershing, saying 
“he’s got a heart as well as great 


ability as a general.” 

First mention in congress of Gen- 
eral Pershing for president was 
made during the debate in the house 
today by Representative Campbell, 
democrat, Pennsylvania, who saa 
“the country can not pay too great 
an honor to him.” 

‘T would like to see the people of 
this cduntry and this house put aside 
our partisanship, our adherence to 
democracy and republicanism,” de- 
clared Mr. Campbell, “‘and make him 
the unanimous choice of the conven- 
tions that aSsemble next year and 
elect him president of the United 
States.” 


Government Planting 
Seed of Intervention, 
Is Claim of Mondell 


Washington, August 28.—Repre- 
sentative Mondell, Wyoming, in the 
house late today, charged that the 
“administration is planting the seed 
and adroitly endeavoring to create 
the sentiment for intervention in 
Mexico.” 

Such a ecnelusion, he asserted, 
cannot be escaped by “anyone care- 
fully reading the newspapers. se 

“The plain effort is being made 
on the part of tne administration 
to create a situation on which con- 
gress will be compelled to act,” de- 
clared the republican leader, who 
added that “carefully prepared” in- 
formation regarding intervention 
was being spread throughout the 
country. 

During h‘s speech, the republican 
leader also referred to the 'war de- 
partment’s plans for an army reor- 
ganization on. the basis of a force 
of 570,000 officers and men, assert- 
ing such a force was too large, but 
that there “need be no fear that 
congress—at least the republicans— 
would approve it.” 

“This congress, at least the repub- 
lican members,” declared Mondell, 
“will not approve any program that 
will cost over a billion dollars a 
year.”

‘NEETING TONIGHT 


Workers Will Consider 
President Wilson’s Re- 
quest and American Fed- 
eration Counsel Against 
Strike. 


A joint committee of all the shop 
craft workmen ot Atlanta will be 
held at the Labor Temple tonight 
to reach a conclusion as to what 
action to take in regard to Prest- 
dent Wilson’s request and the coun- 
sel. of the executive heads of the 
American Federation of Labor 
against a wholesale strike. 

“There is no possible way to tell 
what the outcomes of the meeting 
will be,” said George F. Haney, pres- 


ident of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, “so a forecast on the result 
would have to be one of guesswork 
entirely.” 

“My own organization, the black- 
smiths,” he continued, “will, in my 
opinion, support the president’s re- 
quest. For there seems to be a 
general realization that there is 
more to be gained in the way of 
fighting the high cost of living from 
adherence to his wishes than from 
a strike for higher wages. 

“There is nothing official in my 
statement,” sa'd Mr. Haney, “I mere- 
ly state my own opinion in the mat- 
ter, which may differ widely from 
that of the majority.” 

It is thought that a definite con- 
clusion as to whether or not they 
will strike will be reached by the 
shop craftsmen in their meeting to- 
night. At any rate, they state thar 
the matter will have reached the 
state tonight when something defi- 
nite may be announced as to their 
intentions or their inclinations as 
a body. 


PRESIDENT TO START 
TOUR ON WEDNESDAY 


Not Yet Announced Whether 
He Will Deliver Address 
in Atlanta. 


Washington, August 28.—Prési- 
dent Wilson *will leave Washington 
next Wednesday on a tour of the 
country to give an account to the 
people of the negotiation of the 
treaty of Versailles. 

Secretary Tumulty made this an- 
nouncement today, finally putting 
at rest rumors current during the 
past few weeks that the proposed 
trip, which would take the president 
to the. Pacific coast, had been 
abandoned. The trip will occupy 
twenty-five days, and speeches ap- 
pealing for the immediate ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty without 
change, will be made in the princi- 
pal cities of the west. 

The opening address, Secretary 
Tumulty said, will be at Columbus, 
Ohio, next Thursday, probably in 
the evening. 

Eleventh-hour changes by Pres- 
ident Wilson prevented announce- 
ment today of the completed itin- 
erary as had been planned. White 
house officials worked far into last 
night completing the details of the 
tour. but today when it was sent to 
the president, he made slight 
changes that necessitated recon- 
structing the entire route. An- 
nouncement.- will therefore be made 
tomorrow, Mr. Tumulty said _ to- 
night. 

Some of the stops en route to the 


Pacific. coast have become known,’ 


and, according to the best informa- 
tion available, the second speech 
will be made at Indianapolis, fol- 
lowed by speeches at St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and Topeka, in the order 
named. From the latter city the 
presidential party will g0 to 
Omoha, thence to Sioux Falls; S. D., 
St. Paul or Minneapolis, and Bis- 
marck, N. D.

Wash\nston August 28.—West- 
erners opposed to regulation of the 
packing industry as proposed in 
the Kenyon and Kendrick bills oc- 
cupied aimost the exclusive atten- 
tion of the senate agriculture coms 
mittee today in its hearings on the 
two measures. A large delegation 
of Colorado citizens, led by E. M. 
Ammons, former governor of the 
state, consumed most of the day and 
the delegation leader wound up the 
hearing with a speech, which, con- 
trary to. custom, was applauded 
warmly in the committee room. 

“The agitation against high price 
has developed an intention to find 
a@ goat somewhere, and this legis- 
lation would make the packers the 
goat,” the former governor said. 
Touching upon experience with for- 
est land leases and the national ex- 
perience with railroads, telephones 
and war restrictions, he asserted 
that there w&s “a deadly fear of 
any more of it.”~ 
.} Senators Kendrick, of Wyoming, 
democrat, and Kenyon, republican, 
Iowa, argued points which the 
members of the delegation brought 
up. The latter read’ at length to 
H. G. Prey, a Denver commission 
man, evidence taken from the fed- 
eral trade commission repecrt, stat- 
ing that other Denver citizens had 
testified under Oath that the five 
big packers secured advantages in 
the Denver . stockyards regularly. 
Mr. Prey, in reply, intimated that 
the senator would attach less weight 
to these arguments if he knew the 
witnesses the commission produced. 

P. W. Olson, of Cokeville, Wyo., 
read a commercial club resolution 
against the bills, and said himself 
that “the country had plenty of law 
already to control the situation.” 

The geographical source of oppo- 
sition was switched to the south 
late in the day, when C. T. Thomas, 
a Prattville (Ala.) banker, said 
that “the packers have brought 
prospérity wheres er they have come 
in the southern country.” 

“We fear that restrictions on them 
now may stop the growth of our 
territory, ”* he said. 
) H. Smith, a .producer in the 
same locality, was even more em- 
phatic. 

“We feel the big packers have 
done more to put money in our 
pockets,” he asserted, “than has the 
entire department of agriculture.”

It is presumed that Cooper was 
shot by the crowd and that his body 
was tossed into the flames of the 
burning church. 

The residents of the neighborhood 
who visited the scene after daylight 
discovered the charred body. Cooper 
had been taken through the country 
several miles from his home into 
Dodge ri pr wie 4 

Sheriff C. Mullis, Judge Joel F. 
Coleman, Sewer Mullins and John 
L. Cravey visited the scene of the 
crime today. Sheriff Mullis ex- 
pressed the opinion that Dodge coun- 
ty citizens had nothing to do with 
the affair. Efforts will be made to 
punish the guilty ones. Dodge coun- 
ty has been unusually free from 
racial troubles for some time.

For some time rumors have been 


afloat to the effect that Speaker 
Gillett had taken the Rev. Dr.

St. Louis, August 28.—The indict- 
ments against labor today are piling 
up like straw beside a threshing ma- 
chine: From the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, in every city I have been 
in, business men ayd manufacturers, 
almost without exception, criticise 
the attitude of the employees. They 
charge them with shirking work, 
with lack of interest and responsi- 
bility, with a lack of willingness to 
co-operate, With unsteadiness and 
/shiftl-ssness. One manufacturer 
even complained that after he had 
spent one hundred thousand dollars 
installing shower baths’ on every 
floor in his factory the employees 
would not use them except on the 
company’s time. 

In these telegrams I have tried 
to report conditiong, as accurately 
as possible by presenting the view- 
points of both capital and labor, em- 
ployer and employee, and as [ go 
trom city to city not only do lL find 
the. gentiment against those who 
own and direct our great industries 
multiplying by jeaps and bounds, 
but I hear from the cupitalist and 
employer sharp charges against 
labor. For some time I have been 
noting these until they have become 
“a case against labor,” the facts of 
which will be presented in this ar- 
ticle as stated to me by employers 
in seven states. 

Lose Interest in Work. 

Although there are many excep- 
tions the general charge is that em- 
ployees have lost interest in the 
concern for which they are working. 
Their chief object, it is charged, is 
to obtain maximum wages for a 
minimum period of time in Which 
they can do sufficient work to “get 
by,” and secondly, manufacturers 
and retail merchants declare they 
cannot rely upontthe output or the 
Sales interest of employees. 

In every city visited there has 
been a shortage of labor. The news- 
papers have been carrying from one 
to eigat pages of advertisements for 
all ciasses of employees needed by 
local tiriis. In Cleveland and De- 
troit. there was such a scarcity of 
labor that men who were on a 
Strike in one _ factory for higher 
wages went to another shop to work 
until the strike was settled. The 
June statistics of the Cleveland 
labor exchange show 9,600 appli- 
cations for work by male employees 
and 11,000 calls for help from em- 
ployers, but of the former number, 
only 4,900 accepted the positions of- 
fered. Among women there were 
6,100 applications, 5,700 calls and 
only 4,200 placements. 

These figures, when compared 
with conditions in Cleveland last 
January, show how scarce labor is 
at present. In that month there 
were 12,500 male applications and 
only 4,000 calls from business men 
and 6,900 applications by women and 
5,500 calls. Where there was a 
shortage of work at the beginning 
of this year there is now a labor 
shortage. From these “figures, 
which are typical of other business 
centers, it is obvious that for any- 
one who wishes to work there is at 
yy a “job and a halt” awaiting

» Look for Big Wages. 
.While a great many business men 
have spoken to me about the at- 
titude of labor toward work, I re- 
ceived from confidential sources in 


St. Louis today the results of a 
questionnaire which was sent to 123 
employers advertising in the Sun- 
day edition of a local newspaper 
for help. These employers were 
selected at random from among 
seven hundred advertisers. Thus 
ht fifty-eight concerns have re- 
plied... To question No. 1, “How 
many applications did you recetwé 
in answer to the ad?” They an- 
swer “477.” To “How many of the 
applicants did you think were suit- 
able for the position?” The ane 
swer was “186.” “Did you get the 
man ¥ou wanted and put him te 
work?” “112.” “How many of those 
who applied were unwilling to ac- 
cept the wages offered?” “77.” To 
question No. 5, ““What is your gen- 
eral impression of-the class or 
grade of those who applied?” 
Some of the remarks were as fol- 
lows: “They are looking for work 
and hope they won’t get it.” ‘Fair, 
some are good. Unskilled and 
young.” “They worked in some war 
industry and expected the same 
kind of salary.” “None seem to care 
for steady work.” “Most of them 


looking for advanced expense 
money.” “They want high wages 
and are willing to give a reason- 


able return in work.” “Most are 
desirous of getting something very 
éasv and large 
to be intelligent

“Abso- 
lutely yes,” 43; No. 4; “doubtful,” 5, 
and their remarks were: “Without 
any | ny we can use fifty 
moulders now at a better wage 
than paid during the war.” “Men: 
who want work gét work but most 
of them don’t want it.” “There is no 
scarcity of work in a furniture 
factory. All are well supplied 
with orders.” “There may be some of 
the laboring class who cannot get 
work but skilled and competent 
help is scarce.” “We find a greater 
scarcity of men who will work 
than we did during the war, and, 
in addition, the mén we employ 
are very unsatisfactory.” 

_ Agitation Causing Unrest. 

“Men and women need not ~be 
idle at this time if they desire 
work at fair wages, but the agita- 
tion by our papers gives them the 


idea that the empioyers are making 
large profits, and they feel that 
they should have their share by 
large wages and give the smallest 
amount of work in return.” “Will- 
ing laborers do not seem to be 
plentiful; seems to be some uneasi- 
hes8 among them caused generally 
by union agitation.” “Men are not 
giving real earnest effort.” “Labor 
is more independent than ever.” 
“When the United States employ- 
ment service for ex-soldiers was 
first opened we made formal card 
application for men. About fifteen 


ex-service men have been sent to 
us from time to time. One fre- 


mained.” | 
The experience of the Cleveland 
labor exchange was somewhat 


similar. In June there were 1,672 
applications by ex-service men and 
1,283 offers by employers but only 
876 accepted the work. 

At a time when there is such an 
unusual resumption of business em- 
ployers are at their “wits ends” to 
know how to increase production 
and obtain labor to carry on their 
business. This afternoon I went 
through two of the largest whole- 
sale dry goods establishments in 
the country and talked with offi- 
cials of two large. #®ee manufactur- 
ing concerns. Their stores were 
crowded with retail buyers from 
every. sectiom of the country and 
the demands for materials and 
shoes are so great that they cannot 
supply the trade in this country 
without considering at all their 
foreign orders which are beginning 
to arrive in every mail from Ger- 
many and France. I have been in 
two concerns recently where I was 
shown large orders from Germany 
and while I was in.one of the pack- 
ing -+ouses in Chicago the other 
day a telegram was reéeived from 
the French government for an im- 


mediate shipment of fifty-five mil- 
lion pounds of meat. 


Business Outlook Good. n 


That is the business situation 
throughout that section of United 
States from ‘St. Louis 40 Philadel- 
phia.

There are various stigmata or 
signs by which a physician may 
pretiy accurately recognize in ehild 
or adult changes wrought by hered- 
itary syphilis.

There is already far tco 
ruch unjust sus}icion cast upon in- 
nocent persons who happer to have

Now American 
and British and native reportsagree 
that he is in the eastern Caucasus 
along the Persian border, chiefly in 
Azsrbaijan. He moves from place 
to place,’ secure in the protection of 
thse Tartars, Turks, Kurds and other 
Moslems. 

This desperate ex-dictator of Tur- 
key, whose life has been declared 
forfeited by the allies and the pres- 
ent Turkish government because of 
his part in the Armenian atrocities, 
is still the idol of a considerable 
element of the population. Undeni- 
ably he is the most romantic figure 
in modern Turkish history. A large 
portion of the officials of the Otto- 
min empire continue to be Young 
Turks and are loyal to Enver. 

If Winver Pasha Comes Back. 

His program in the Caucasus is 
one of pan-Tauranianism and pan- 
Islamism, in revolt against the 
course of the entente nations in 
Turkey. Taking advantage of re- 
tarded action by the-_allies, he is 
raising the battle ery of “No parti-

British Troops the Only Hope. 

Since the armistice the policing 
of this turbulent part of the world, 
Which pivots on Mount Ararat, has 
been entrusted to an inadequate 
british force. The outside wortd 
little realizes the magnitude of the 
task of British troops in maintain- 
ing order over @ large part of the 
Ottoman empire. As a relief to the 


long extended line it was planned 
by the allies that the Italians 
Should come into the Caucasus. 


Now this has been halted, and the 
Jinglish have been asked to remain, 
while Colonel Willam Haskell, U. 8. 
A., comes in as food administrator 


and relief commissioner in the Cau- 
casus. 

_ There will need to be a heavy re- 
inforcement of these troops, by way 
of Mesopotamia. . 

Batum, the port of entry on the 
Black sea, is maintaining a sort 
of independent existence as a free 
city, acknowledging neither Geor- 
Sia’s claims nor those of Russia. 

Two factors, in addition to the 
economic distress and the political 
unrest, make the problem of order 
in the Caucasus both delicate and 
difficult. One is the growing spirit 


tion of the Ottoman empire.” Dés- 
perate conditions make his desper- 
ate venture seem more feasible 
than it may appear from the Paris 
standpoint. Should the game the 
allies are playing here end _in a 
stalemate, as is not unlikely, Enver 
would get the credit for it, and his 
chauvinistic policy would again be 
in the saddle, 

Consistently neglected by the al- 
lies in the matter of troops, even 
when reinforcements might have 


saved the collapsing Russian front, 
the Caucasus is now the scene of 
disorders and distress and actual 
warfare. Three separate new lit- 
tle nations are now operating here, 


in mutual antagonism—Georgia, 
the Armenian republic and Azer- 
baijan.. They are also fighting with 
one another over boundaries and 
other local questions. Their leaders 
are politicians whose caliber and 
motives have not favorably, im- 
pressed foreign observers who have 
come in contact with them. 

World’s Worst Calamity Center. 

Because of unsettled conditions, 
lack of transportation and conges- 
tion of Armenian refugees, thére 
has been in the Caucasus a terrible 
shortage of food and prevalence of 
disease. All the horror stories that 
have been printed in America about 
the sufferings of the Armenians 
havs their Fo poems here, al- 
though conditions elsewhere have 
been greatly ameliorated. Deaths 
under frightful conditions are still 
‘occuring, despite the herculean ef- 
forts being put forth by American 
relief workers. 

The fighting that has been. going 
on between the various contending 
forces has also been provocative of 
severe reprisals and massacres, Now 
Enver Pasha is gathering some- 
thing like an army, or at least is 
leading a wholesale al

FREE COTTON SEED 
DISTRIBUTION WILL 
BE DISCONTINUED 


The free distribution of cotton 
seed by the state board of entomol- 
ogy is now going to be discontinued, 
in accordance with the decision of the 
board at a recent meeting. During 
the past ten years thousands of 
bushels of seed have been given 
away all over the state, but the 
practice will be dropped 

During the last two years, A. C. 
Lewis, state entomologist, says that 
from ten to twenty bushels of seed 
have been distributed to each of 
over 126 counties. The beneficiaries 
were the co-operative cotton grow- 
ers of the state, to whom seed was 
furnished as nearly perfect as pos- 
sible, along with all information as 
to the proper methods of treatment. 

Planters all over thte state wishing 
to obtain wilt resistance seed could 
then purchase from these growers. 
The co-operative growers wi]l con- 
tinue their work, but it will not be 
necessary for the state to give them 
pow f more seed, since they have a 
sufficient stock on hand. 

The entomological department will 
Seng cotton, not to exceed 25 pounds, 

orany growers who wish to save 
seed. mass selection. Mr. Lewis 
said Thursday that the same thing 
would be done for any other grower 
who wishes to make a mass selec- 
tion, and reserve his best seed. The 
offices of the department of ento- 
molocy are in the capitol.

PATRIOTIC LEADERS 
FLAY PROPAGANDA 


Business Men Organize 
“Soap Box” Campaigns 
and Propose Meetings in 
New York and Chic 
With National Body. 


By Carl W. Ackerman. 
Minneapolis, August 27:—(Special.) 
Minnesota, if not a great portion of 
the northwest, is today face to face 
with organized unrest. Here the 
disapproval of our present system 
of- government and the dissatisfac- 
tion. of labor is .not only openly 
stated, but the opponents are united. 
They are talking, preaching, writing 
and fighting. Here the discontent 
which is so evident east of the Mis- 
issippi is crystallized either in the 
nonpartisan movement of the social- 
ist party. or. the. Bolshevist soviet. 
In Ohio and Illinois, in the indus- 
trial centers, the unrest is in its in- 
fancy. Here it.is grown up. 

Many men have told me this, but 
take the statement of James H. El- 
lison, chairman of the American 
committee of Minneapolis: - 

“It is well known that sinister 
influences are at work in Mimneapo- 
lis and in many other cities through- 
out the land to undermine the con- 
fidence of the people in taeir form 
of government.” He siated this re- 
cently in “A Call to Citizens,” which 
followed the orgarization of the 
American committee, the work ‘of 
which will be described in this ar- 
ticle. “An active and well-financed 
propaganda is being carried on to 
discredit American institutions, to 
belittle our constitution and to exalt 
class above country. The time has 
come when these influences must 
be squarely faced and challenged.” 

Laber Federation Radical. 

Mr. Ellison, a prominent business 
man, was selected by a committee 
of 33 of the leading citizens of Min- 
neapolis not only to fight back at 
the agitators, but’ to lead the fight 
against socialism, right. left and 
middle. And he has a job on his 
hands which he admits and which 
his supporters and ‘coworkers rec- 
ognize, 

“Why?” 

The situation, briefly, is this: 

For two years Minneapolis had a 
socialist mayor, Thomas Van Lear. 
In the last election he was defeated 
by a small majority. Today he is as 
active as ever and there are rumors 
that he will be the nonpartisan or 
socialist candidate for governor at 
the primary next summer. + Seven 
members of the present city, council 
are socialists. 

The Minnesota State Federation of 
Labor is officially on record as ap- 
proving the Russian Bolshevist re- 
gime. At the annual convention, 
held in New Ulm, this resolution, 
offered by four employees of the 
United States postoffice in Minne- 
apolis, was adopted: 

“Be it resolved, That the Minneso- 
ta Federation of Labor expresses its 
sympathy with soviet Russia, de- 
nounce the allied effoits at subjec- 
tion and their erection of support of 
the Manchurian and Kolehak gov- 
ernments and the world-wide cam- 
paign of lying propaganda directed 
at the Russian soviet government? 
and demand the withdrawal from all 
Russian territory of allied troops, 
the cessation of support of the Man- 
nerheim, Kolshak and other reac- 
tionary governments.” 

To Publish Nonpartisan Daily. 

The Nonpartisan league, with 
headquarters in St. Paul, contro}ling 
more than 50 newspapers tm the 
state, is erecting a new newspaper 
plant in Minneapolis, where a daily 
newspaper, The Star, is to be pub- 
lished. Although the leaders are 
campaigning for a _ million-dollar 
fund, there are various estimates 
of the sum .they have raised, rang- 
ine fram $108,000 to $500,000. This 
league already publishes the non- 
partisan Leader and The Minneapo- 
lis Leader, both weekly publications.

me. Ac: KX. frey, chairman of 
that committee, said in a statement 
published within the last few days 
in the Minneapolis newspapers. 


“We cannot forget that there was 
a convention in Calgary last March 
which decided for reyolution, and 


that it was the intention of the lead- 
ers to organize in our community a 
soviet form of government that 
would take in nonpartisan North 
Dakota, the Twin Cities and Chi- 
cago, Fortunately, we recognized 
that the general strike was a revo- 
lution and undertook to combat it.” 
Business Men Get Together. 

Attacked by revolutionists in the 
north, the nonpartisans from the 
west and the nonpartisans and so0- 


cialists from within Minnesota were 
confronted by a situation which de- 
manded action By those who were 
on the other side if they wanted to 
survive and save the state from be- 
ing engulfed. This was the situation 
that confronted the business men of 
Minneapolis, and they got together— 
something they have not done in 
other cities. I understand, however, 
that, as a result ofthe success of 
the American committee here, there 
will be meetings in New York and 
Chicago about September 8 when 
a national committee similar to the 
committee here may be organized. 
And this is the way the business 
men and manufacturers of large and 
small concerns, republicans and 
democrats, united. 


A few business men first met in 
private houses, discussed the situa- 
tion, exchanged information and 


ideas and talked about plans for a 
campaign. This nucleus grew into 
an organization of 33 men. They 
organized the “American Committee 
of Minneapolis,” and adopted a dec- 
laration of. principles which contain- 
ed these paragraphs: 


“We .believe that wise application 
of the fundamental principles of 
the constitution of the United States 


is essential to the welfare of society 
and the individual, and we hereby 
consecrate ourselves anew to the de- 
fenses and perpetuations of these 
principles. , 


“We believe that upon the basis 
of those principles every social, po- 
litical or economic problem that 


might give rise to class antagon- 
ism and unrest may be solved by 
educational processes, amicable re- 
adjustments and regulatory laws. 
We, therefore, oppose socialism in 
every shape and under all disguises.” 


Jotnt Debate in Parks. 
The committee opened headquar- 
ters, employed the secretary of the 
National Anti-Saloon league, organ- 


ized volunteers and went to work. 
not by committees behind closed 
doors, but upon the time-honored 
“soap box.” 

Says the committee: “Our cam- 
paign is to be divided into an out- 
door and an indoor season. In the 


spring, summer and fall, when the 
weather is favorable, we will con- 
fine ourselves largely to outdoor 
work, holding frequent street meet- 
ings at those corners which by tra- 
dition have become public forums. 
In this way we will endeavor to 
convert the ancient, though not al- 
ways honorable, institution, the 
‘soap box,’ to patriotism.” 


This winter they are going into 
the public schools, and so are the 
socialists. The fight ts on now, with 


both sides organized, and the pub- 
lic will have an opportunity of 
hearing the pro and con of all ques- 
tions where it has only heard the 
pro before, 


Following the organization of the 
American committee the demands of 
the socailists, the park board voted 


to open all public parks to debate 
and speeches, and nearly every night 
in one or more sections of the city 
the word battle is fought. Under 
the rules of the park board, the 
organization, society, or committee 
sponsoring the meeting shall have 
one hour to state its case; the op- 
position shall have thirty minutes 
to attack and the affirmative thirty 
minutes to reply. 


I went to two of these meetings 
in the parks, one sponsored by the 


American committee and one by the 
socialists, and at both there were 
at least 1,000 persons, the majority 
of them women, or men and women 
with their children, and most of 
them sat through the arguments de- 
spite the mosquitoes, which are 
more numerous and more. aggres- 
sive in Powder Horn park than in 
New Jersey. 


Anti-Bolshevists Organize. 
The American committee natural- 
ly is the target of the “Reds” and 


the socialists, but the socialists are, 
in turn, being roundly and soundly 
denounced bv the committee. Union 


the point is that in Minneapolis 
contrast to Cleveland and icago, 
the opponents of socialism, Ishe- 
vism and the Nonpartisan league are 
organized and fighting. -" 

As to the relative strength of the 
two sides, opinions differ and, quite 


naturally, the first opportunity the |’ 


public will have of expressing its 
opinion will be next June, in the 
primaries. But the criticism of the 
American committee, which I heard 
both from business men and from 
men in the audiences. who were 
more or less sympathetic, was that, 
while the committee presents con- 
vincing arguments against ser'alism 
and the Nonpartisan league, it has 
no constructive program of its own 
to offer. This has been put up to 
the leaders of both big political par- 
ties in the east and to the business 
men, but no program has as yet 
been formulated. 
* Salaried Man Avid Listener. 
At one of these “soap box” meet- 
ings I happened to encounter in the 


audience a teacher in the_ public 
high schools, a graduate of Wiscon- 
sin university. I asked him what 
he thought of the situation in Min- 
neapolis. His reply was the usual 
story. His salary was $180 a month, 
nine months in the year. The three 
other months he did “odd jobs of 
teaching and work.” It was too ex- 
pensive for him to live in the city 
with his wife and daughter, so they 
movéd five miles out. 

He attended every public. meeting 
he could because, he said, he was 
not a radical in college and wanted 
to know the arguments of the com- 
mittee. He had listened to many de-4 
bates and his conclusion was that 
the arguments against socialism 
were sound, but that nothing was

being done for the benefit of the; 


teachers, clerks and’ salaried em- 
ployees, because they were not or- 
ganized, and he was debating, “with 
others,” he said, how they were g°o- 
ing to continue to exist. 


This problem of the salaried man/} 


will be discussed in another article. 
I refer to it here because it is so 
evident that most of the attention 
which is being given the industrial 
and labor problem today concerns 
only the organized worker and not 
the salaried employee. This group 
is not only the most intelligent of 
the employees, but it is just awak- 
ening, and when it mobilizes, as the 
unskilled and skilled laborers have, 
there will be another element of 
unrest, unless, of course, something 
is done in the meantime.

SOUTHERN STEEL MEN 
CLAIM UNFAIR RATES 


Manufacturers Say Discrimi- 
nation in Freight Rates 
Favors Pittsburg. 


Manufacturers throughout’ the 
south who use large amounts of 
steel in their products are preparing 
to make a plea to the federal trade 
commission in Washington for the 
abolition of the system that forces 
all southern manufacturers to pay 
freight from Pittsburg on _  steee 
actually shipped from Birmingham, 
and which forces them to pay the 
Pittsburg market price when stee} 
is made in Birmingham at a much 
lower cost. 

That the “Pittsburg base” system 
is unfair is the claim of the “fab- 
ricators,” so called to distinguish 
them from steel producers. They 
State that the system is arbitrary 
and distinctly unfair since it gives 
the manufacturers of the east an 
undue advantage over those of the 
south and west. They also point 
out that the public is directly in- 


‘terested in that the ultimate con- 


sumer finally pays the excessive 
price. The condition applies to ev- 
ery manufactured article that re- 
quires steel in its construction. 


Association Active. 


The Southern Metal Trades assoct- 
ation, with offices in the Candler 
building, has sent out a letter to all 
its members and others who might 
be interested, that sets forth the ex- 
act situation and urges that various 
complaints be laid before the fed- 
eral trade commission. It all 
probability the association as 
a body will present the matter be- 
fore the commission in Washington 
Elliott Cheatham, an attorney who 
was formerly connected with the de- 
partment of justice, is representing 
the steel manufacturers, and is 
working in co-operation with W. &. 
Dunn, Jr., secretary of the Southern 
Metal Trades association. |

After these are disposed of, the 
chamber wili-pass to discussion of 
the Angilo-American-French treaty 
for the protection ef France in case 
of unwarranted aggression by Ger- 
many. The debate on this pact is 
expected to be brief, as the govern- 
ment is considered likely to content 
itself with making a statement of 
the circumstances under which the 
treaty was signed and explaining 
what protection.is afforded “vy it.

“The black man has given no- 
tice,” said A. Whaley, a New York 
negro, “that what he has suffered 
in the past will not be endured in 
the future. He means business now. 
There can be no compromise,” 

William Monroe Trotter, of Bos- 
ton, secretary of the league, voicing 
a similar opinion, said the “op- 


pression” of the negro in America 
was reaching a point where no one 
could be sure “that our land will 
be a land of peace.” 

Neither witness was questioned as 
to what he had in mind by these 
declarations. Only five of the sev- 
enteen committee members, all of 
them republicans, attended the 
meeting. 

An amendment to give the United 
States a mandatory over the Kame- 
run, a German colony in Africa, was 
requested by Joseph T. Thomas, a 
negro of Cleveland, Ohio, represent 
ing the National Race congress. 
American negroes, he said, could be 
recruited to police the territory un- 
der white officers.

Nations Is Steadily Los- 
ing Ground. 


Baltimore, August 28.—Senator Hi- 
ram W. Johnson, republican, of Cal- 
ifornia, in an address here tonight, 
declared that sentiment Yor the 
league of nations covenant 
passing as more information on the 
provisions of the league became 
public. We assailed the secret trea- 
ties of Hngland, France, Italy and 
Japan and the Shantung provision 
of the peace treaty and concluded 
by urging adherence to the “Amer!i- 
can way’ in foreign policy. 

“The pitiless logic of events is 
gradually dispelling the halo with 
which its advocates have enveloped 
the so-called ~~ league of nations,” 
Senator Johnson declared. 

“The unbridled and irrational emo- 
tionalism which greeted the sug- 
gestion of a league before the terms 
were known and the provisions un- 
derstood. is with the lapse of time 
gradually passing. 

“The president went to Paris to 
make a treaty of peace in accord- 
ance with the contracts’. secretly 
sealed and delivered among Eng- 
land, France, Italy and Japan. We 
talked of what the treaty should 
contain, but the treaty when writ- 
ten contained what the other na- 
tions wanted and followed their se- 
cret bargains. 

“An integral part of the treaty 
is the Jeague of nations. What the 
treaty does, the league guarantees. 
The duplicity practiced by the fou) 
great powers upon the United States 
is now by the league of nations fas- 
tened forever upon the world. 

“TI am not quarreling that our al- 
lies make Germany. pay the full 
price. I do quarrel with requir- 
ing our treasure and our blood for 
all time in the future to preserve 
the spoils of war to England, France, 
Italy and Japan under secret bar- 
gains, 

“The stain upon our national hon- 
or, which we never could efface, 
would be to carry out with our blood 
the Shantung decision of the peace 
conference, based upon the wicked 
betrayal of China, our friend and 
ally in the war. : 

“America has never failed in any 
world crisis. Ever alert has the re- 
public been to the cry of distress ana 
civilization’s appeal. We alone must 
determine when and how we come to 
the rescue of any people or any 
country. To submit us to an as- 
sembly wherein one of the powers 
has six votes and we have but one, 
is a challenge to our self-respect 
and our patriotism. There is but 
one course for us to pursue, and 
that is the way that has been ours 
from the birth of our country to 
the present day—the American way.”

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Taft Says Power of the 
League for Usefulness 
and Benefit to Mankind 
Is Inestimable If Backed 
by Spirit of Real Interest 
in Common Wellbeing.

The interview between the presi- 
dent. and the members of the for- 
eign relations committee was a no- 
table one in the history of treaty 
making. Never before has there 
been such an open discussion face 
to face, between the president and 
that part of the senate charged 
with preliminary considerations of 
the question of ratification of an 
international compact. It was in 
many respects enlightening. The 
president's preliminary statement as 
to the importance of speedy action 
upon the treaty, in its manifold 
bearings, was very strong. There 
was brought out frore the presidcnt 
too, a clearer statement of Japan’s 
attitude in the Shantunge matter, 
and the obligations which she had 
entered into as a condition of the 
transfer to her of German dominion 
over Kiaochau and the economic 
railway rights, 

It was interesting and instructive 
to gather from what the president 
said in answer to questions, his 
construction of the treaty in respect 
to withdrawal, in respect to article 
X, and in respeet to the exclusion 
from the council and the assembly 
of the British empire and all the 
dominions of the British empire 
which are members of the league, 
from hearing and taking part in 
the conclusion of either body in a 
dispute to which either the British 
empire or any dominion of that 
empire is a party. 

Refutes Claim 

It is satisfactory to note his re- 
fuation of taht preposterous claim 
that the words “regional under- 
standing,” used in connection with 
the Monroe doctrine, can be made 
to compel league recognition of 
vague intimations of Japanese poli- 
cies in diplomatic correspondence 
as binding on the members of the 
league. 

It should be said, however, that 
the president has not added to the 
clarity of the situation by his at- 
tempted distinction between legal 
and moral obligations. If a legal 
obligation is in his@®pnception one 
for which there is a means of en- 
forcement, and a moral obligation 
is one Which arises out of a con- 
tract, but is not legal because there 
is no power to enforce it except 
the honor and conscience of the na- 
tion bound, then one can under- 
stand the distinction, without ap- 
proving the terms used to describe 
it. There are those who say, like 
Austin, that international law is 
not law at all bécause there is no 
sanction or means of enforcing it. 

Perhaps the president has that 
view, but this is not the ordinary 
view of international jurists and 
authorities. International Jaw is 
generally defined to be a rite of 
action for nations in their dealings 
with one another prescribed by the 
unanimous consent of all nations, 
‘and sanctioned by the force of 
public opinion in those nations. It 
justifies any nation deprived of 
rights growing out of such inter- 
national law in vindicating them by 
force or otherwise. If article X. 
constitute’ a contract of the nations 
of the league to stand by one an- 
other in preven = their respective 
territorial integrity and political 
independence against external ag- 
gression, it would seem to be a 
legal obligation, and not alone a 
moral one. Article X. is dealing 
with league business for a common 
purpose to be secured by co-opera- 
tion of the members of the league, 
and the means of fulfilling the ob- 
ligation is to be pointed out by the 
unanimous advice of the council 

Assent of League Necessary. 

Reading the two sentences to- 
gether it seems clear that no single 
nation attacked could call on any 
other nation individually to assist, 
but that it must make its call to 
the league and secure the co-opera- 
tion necessary by the advice of the 
eouncil. This advice is a limitation 
beyond which the members of the 
league are not required to go, but 
by which they are not bound as a 
final decision, because, as the ac- 
tion of the council is advisory, each 
nation must determine for itself how 
far the 4 pe obligations of article 
X. go, and what they require it to 
do under the circumstances to 
achieve the common purpose of the 
league thus pledged. 

With us, congress must ultimately 
decide for itsself what our cbligation 
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different conclusion or action. 
this is what the president mei 
when he calls it a moral obligath 
one can understand it. 


Moral Weight Sufficient. 


Senator Harding seemed to qu 
tion the utility or strength of suc 
league obligations with no greate 
sanction. e was properly answer 
ed by the president that the mor 
weight of such obligations, thong 
unenforceable, entered into by oe 
as a warning upon those tempte 
by greed or otherwise and caus 
them to refrain. j 
Of course, such a league must de 
pend on the spirit of co-o 
of its members and their real inter 
est in the common purpose to 86 
cure their action and its ef 
results. If this spirit and interes 
do not manifest themselves in the 
actual wérking of the league, then 
it will fail, and we of the a od 
States can withdraw aftér or 
trial. But if such a spirit actuates 
the members, or at least the oe 
and influential ones, its wer fo 
usefulness and the benefit of 


all those senators, and 
republicans, who really favor the 
substances of the league, to stand 
for its ratification. ieee

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LESSON 83 
Double Plays. 

It is a saying in baseball that no 
team wins a championship unless 
it possesses a shortstop and second 
baseman who work well together. 
In other words the percentage of 
difference petween a winner and a 
loser consists of the number of dou- 
ble plays made around the second 
station, 

More than 50 per cent of all dou- 
ble plays made by a team are made 
around second base with the sv..ona 
baseman or shortstop starting it. To 
execute such double plays success- 
fully requires speed, exact timing 
and perfect understanding between 
shortstop and second baseman, The 
second baseman must be fast in com- 
ing to the base, must be. able to 
make the pivot throw quickly ane 
accurately and time himself per- 
fectly. He must be able to locate 
the bag without looking. 

The first thing for a shortstop and 
second baseman to learn and perfect 
is the underhand, scooping. toss of 
the ball. They must never snap 
throw the ball to the other players 
save in cases where a stop has been 
made far back and such a throw is 
necessary to beat a fast runner. The 
underhand scoop avoids errors, has- 
tens the play and gives the other 
player every advantage and chance 
to hurry his own play without risk- 
ing a muff. 

The scoop is more necessary for 
the shortstop to learn than tor the 
second baseman, because he faces 
the play. while the second baseman 
must come to the base, find it, make 
the catch and throw while whirling 
toward first in a pivot. This pivot 
is executed by touching the base 
with the right foot and doing a run- 
ning “about face” on the bali. of 
the feet without attempting to shift 
their position, 

To scoop the ball use both hands 
and toss‘it rather high into the air, 
without speed, but so that it will 
alight directly on the second bag. 
Do not wait for the other player 
to reach the base before making the 
throw. If you do it will necessitate 
a short snap throw, which is the 
most dangerous kind to handle on 
a dead run. Toss the ball into the 
air the instant it strikes the hands, 
often scooping it without waiting 
to clutch the sphere firmly and re- 
ly upen the other player reaching 
the bag and catching the ball as 
it descends. 

“High-low” practice and handbal) 
are especially,valuable to shortstop 
and second/saseman in training them 
to “shovel” the ball to the base. Al- 
ways toss the ball l.igh. To compel 
a fellow player to stoop to make a 
eatch necessitates further loss of 
time as he must straighten up to 
make the throw to “st to com-

Camp- 
bell was a big and bulky six-footer 
who had a. good reputation as an 
amate@r boxes and was almost twice 
as big as Dempsey. The ‘Nonpa- 
reil’ wae undaunted by the disparity 
in size and the match was made, It 
was to be a bare knuckle affair for 
$2,006 a sidé. Fearing official in- 
terference, the fighters and fans 
took a boat up the Columbia to a 
oint in Lewis county, Washing- 
on, where the ring was pitched. The 
big fireman was knocked out by 
Dempsey in the third round.

The whole 
Portland fire department was. as- 
sembled at the dock upon the re- 
turn of the boat and several bands 
were in readiness to welcome their 
fonyguering hero. When they learn- 
éd that Campbell had lost the peo- 
ple of Portland were plunged in the 
deepest gloom. A number of Cali- 
fornia aports had gone to Portland 
to back Dempsey, and they carried 
home with them about all the loose 
change in the Oregon city except 
such as thev spent in the wet goods 
emporiums in celebration of the vic- 
tory.”

This suggestion is not made without due 
conssderation for the pressing needs of the 
diet kitchen, the maternity ward, the 
nurses’ home, and the playgrounds, but it is 
made with the difinte idea of thus securing 
the greatest good for the greatest number 
since the lives of 20,000 school children 
will be influenced directly, and countless 
other lives and homes will be influenced in- 
directly, by the operation of this plan. 

Use of Reading Material. 

During recent years a great change has 
occurred in regard to the character and the 
use of reading material in the schools. The 
day has passed when one reader sufficed 
for an entire year, when the book could be 
easily read regardless of its position, when 
the sole aim of the other members of the 
class was to detect mistakes, and when the 
subject matter was largely of the moraliz- 
ing type. As I write, there lies before me 
& copy of ‘The Good Child's Book,’”’ pub- 
lished" in Boston in 1837, and the following 
is a fair sample from its pages: 

‘This is the same lad that was stealing 
apples, which you have seen before in an- 
other picture. The man forgave him the 
theft, and told him to go and do better: 
but he did not; he grew worse, and has now 
tied a cat to a tree to whip her to de*t.. 
He will surely come to the. gallows.’’ 

Togjay, the child in the more progressive 
schools of our country reads during the first 
year from twelve to twenty primers and 
first readers all filled with the most inter- 
esting rhymes, fables, nature stories, fairy 
tales and folk tales, while his older brother 
nearly ready for high school reads many 
standard books of travel, fiction, biography, 
poetry, history, industry and science. But 
from what source are all these books ob- 
tained? In many localities the board of 
education provides these books. In the little 
city of Alton, Ill., eight complete sets of 
books have recently been added to each 
grade—n new set of books being thus pro- 
vided every five weeks. In other localities 
the public library is able to send books in 
great numbers to the public schools for the 
use of the pupils. All who are familiar 
with the Jimited resources at the command 
of these agencies in Atlanta know that little 
help is to be expected from either direc- 
tion, the mention must be made here of the 
generous assistance rendered at all times 
to the public schools. of this city by ._ the 
librarians of the Carnegie library. If, then, 
neither the board of education nor the 
library authorities can provide the much- 
needed books, it is evident that the children 
of our schools need help from some ‘other 
direction and that this help can be found

Good Reasons Given, 

There may be in the minds of some per- 
sons honest questions as to why modern ed- 
ucation is demanding so many books for the 
use of the children. ‘There are many good 
reasons. First, there is the fact that va- 
ried experiences are vitally necessary for 


that it is necessary that part, at least, of 
these experiences be appropriated from. the 
lives of others. Through his imagination 
and by aid of literature, the child lives far 
beyond the narrow confines of his daily en- 
vironment and in vicarious experiences of 
depth and permanency he finds satisfaction 
for his natural craving for a wider world. 
Through such reading, he goes to the Arctic 
regions or to darkest Africa: he goes to 
the top of the highest mountain or to the 
bottom of the deepest mine; he goes over 
the ocean in an aeroplane or under it in a 
submarine; he gains noble: ideals of me n- 
hood and of womanhood; he formulates 
high ideals of living; and he becomes like. 
that which he admires. ‘‘The library can 
provide the books, but the school must 
provide the readers,’’ and it is folly to ex- 
pect discriminating readers or even readers 
of any kind from pupils who are permitted 
to reach the high school without having 
ever read an entire book unassisted. ‘There 
are many other good reasons why children 
should be surrounded with many books in 
the school. Children stay longer in school: 
they are more amenable to discipline; and

The city and county ate expend- 
ing over a million dollars in the 
paving of streets and building good 
roads. The roadwork includes the 
paving of the Dixie highway from 
Griffin to the Henry county line at 
a cost of $160,000, the county and 
federal government sharing equally 
in the expense. The county com- 
missioners are advertising for bids 
for the construction of a federal 
road from Griffin to Zebulon, which 
will consist of approximately 42,240 
square yards of concrete paving. 
This will be the first of several 
main highways to be paved leading 
into Griffin. Recently the citizens 
authorized the expenditure of $350,- 
000 for good roa here, and the 
government will put up a similar 
sum, making a total expenditure for 
roads of $700,000.

LITTLE BUSINESS 
HALT IN. AUGUST 


Condition of Sixth Fed- 
eral Reserve District Is 
Splendid, According to 
McCord’s Exhaustive 
Report. 


The monthly report on business 
and agricultural conditions in the 


Sixth federal] reserve district, is- 
sued by Joseph A. McCord, federal 
reserve agent, federal reserve bank 
of Atlanta, is as follows: 

The month of August has seen 
little of the usual] slackening of com- 
mercial activity in the Sixth federal 
reserve district. In a very few in- 
stances there are indications of a 
slight lull, but in a lgrge majori- 
ty of our reports no mention is 
made of anything in the nature of 
a Pet-up in the pace that has exist- 
ed for several months. Fall buying 
has continued, although the agita- 
tion of the question of the high cost 
of living has. caused some mer- 
chants to exercise caution in buy- 
ing, and has probably caused some 
dealers to purchase in somewhat 
smaller quantities than was antici- 
pated a tew,weeks ago. 

On the recent rise in the price of 
cotton sales were made by a num: 
ber of those who had held the sta- 
ple for 35 cents. ' This has caused 
considerable liquidation of commer- 
cial paper based on cotton, making 
these funds available for other pur- 
poses, and rélieving to this extent 
the demand for loans. Interest rates 
have remained steady. Bank depos- 
its have increased in many. in- 
Stances, and collections are reported 
fair for this season of the year. 

The favorable conditions outlined 
in last month’s report in connection« 
with trade with Central and South 
American gountries through the gulf 
ports, continue, although unfavore 
able labor conditions have delayed 
shipping to a small degree. 

Much interest is manifested over 
the announcement that the south 
Atlantic and gulf ports are to be 
placed on a parity with north At- 
lantic ports in the matter of freight 
rates from the middle west. The 
pressA@nnouncement indicates that 
orders have been issued by the rail- 
road administration for the issu- 
ance and filing of tariffs quoting re- 
duced rates from middle western 
points to south Atlantic and gulf 
ports, which will place these ports 
on an equal footing with north At- 
lantic ports with regard to exports 
originating in the middle western 
States. 

Agriculture. 

Heavy rains have continued in a large 
part of this district during the month. Jn 
south Georgia, south Alabama, and south 
Mississippi and Florida excessive rains have 
resulted in considerable injury to crops and 
prevented their cultivation. The excessive 
wet weather has been extremely favorable to 
the rapid multiplication of the boll weevil, 
and in the territory mentioned the damage 
from this insect promises to be greater than 
ever before over such a large area. The 
rains have also resulted in an unusually 
large amount of leaching of the soils and re- 
ports indicate that practically no crops are 
fruiting as well proportionately as their 
general appearance would indicate. In some 
counties in southeast Georgia it is reported 
there will be less than half a crop of cotton, 
the condition in some inelancee being in- 
dicated as low as 25 per cent. 

Information taken from the reports of the 
co-operative crop reporting service indicates 
that the quality of wheat raised in Georgia 
is below the average, but the yield per acre 
is about the same as last season. The con- 
dition of the oat crop at harvest was very 
poor. Irish potatoes are not very promising. 
Tobacco ‘bas suffered greatly from rains 
and unsatisfactory curing conditions. Re- 
ports now indicate that the crop will be only 
about 50 per cent of normal in some gec- 
tions, and between 50 and 75 per cent of nor- 
mal in other parts of the district. In Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Mississippi the grades are 
very poor, and tobacco warchousemen and 
buyers have found it difficult in many cases 
to deliver the tobacco from the warehouse 
to redrying plants before moulding or dam- 
aging because of the excessive wet weather. 

Tennessee reports indicate that the wheat 
crop of that state has proved a disappoint- 
ment, this crop being one of the poorest 
on record as to yfeld and quality. Unlike 
other states of the district, a general drouth 
has prevailed over the entire state of, Ten- 
nessee during the latter part of July and 
early August, from which all crops have 
suffered. The tobacco crop, one of the 
largest in point of acreage, was badly han- 
dicapped in May and June by rains, but is 
now clean; it has made slow growth and 
shows a tendency to button out foo soon. 
Potatoes of both kinds are in fair condition, 
but show the need of more moisture. The 
condition of oats and barley at harvest was 
fair, but below the average. Vegetables 
of all kinds are below normal, and gardens 
depleted. Fruits of all kinds are short, ex- 
cept blackberries, the production of which 
is above normal. 

The corn crop in north Georgia, Alabama 
and Mississippi is fairly promising, and has 
suffered but little from rains. Most fields, 
however, contain more or less. weeds and 
grass which are sapping the soil fertility. 
Peanuts, velvet beans, soy beans, etc., are 


making splendid growth and while late prom- } 


ise good yields. Ribbon cane and sorghum 

for sirup have been poorly cultivated, though 

where weeds and grass are not interfering 

too seriously, the crop promises fair yields. 4 

Pastures are splendid and live stock on 

pasture are doing better than usual. 
Florida Fruits. 

The citrus crop is reported to be in very 
good condition and development somewhat 
advanced. Buyers are how offering $1.75 to 
$2.25 on the trees for fruit, which is an 
unusual price at this season, and indicates 
that the crop will bring record prices this 
fall and winter. 

The wnusually rainy weather has been 
detrimental to most of the staple crops, es- 
pecially corn. In some sections the damage 
has been serious, and will result in high 
prices. 

Though the cattle receipts in this market 
show considerable improvement over. the pre- 
vious month, they were only about 25 per 
cent of the receipts for July, 1918. Prices 
on heavy, steers range 50 cents higher than 
a month lago, or practically as high as at 
this senson last year. Light steers and other 
stuff are from 75 cents to $1.50 under last 
year’s prices. 

The hog run for Jnily, 1919, shows an 
increase of about 75 per cent over receipts 
of July, 1918. 

Turpentine has advanced very. sharply 
since last report. and during the week end- 
ing August 25 the highest prices on record 
were reached, the Jacksonville quotation on 
Angust 8 being $1.61%4. Rosin has declined 
within the past two weeks, but the decline 
is considered to be only temporary and that 
after strike conditions are adjusted the 
price will be as hich as before the decline. 
The unfavorable weather still prevails and 
‘it is felt that this year’s crop will be no 
larger than that of 1918. 

The demand for lumber continues in excess 
of the supply, while production remains be- 
low 80 per cent of normal. Valnes are 
strong, and im all probability will continue 
so for many months.

Chicago, August 28.—Agitation 
against the high cost of living with

inated the grain markets today. 
Continued liquidation was the rule 
and price rallies the exception. The 
general bearigh feeling was accen- 
tuated by sharp declines in live hog 
values, which were directly reflect- 
ed in lower meat products and to 
a lesser degree by smaller pri-es 
for corn and oats. 

The September pork pack shot 
down $2.75 a barrel and closed $2.50 
under yesterday's figures. -Decem- 
ber and May corn dragged all day 
and touched new lower record prices 
for the season. 

Corn closed weak and near the low 
point, 2% to 3%c net lower, with 
September, $1.75% to $1.76, and De- 
cember, $1. 36% to $1.37. Oats fin- 
ished 1 to 1%c. lower and provi- 
sions 85c to $2. "50 lewer. 

The lower priced live hogs, 
which sagged $1.00 to $1.50. added 
to the bearish sentiment. Cash corn, 
which has been at a generous pre- 
mium over the futures, tumbled 
sharply, declining 2 to 6 cents a 
bushel, bringing the figures 12 cents 
under last week’s price. Country 
Offerings of corn were light and 
Some traders insisted that old corn 
was still on the farms and in suffi- 
cient quantity to be a market factor. 

Oats showed weakness with corn, 
though the declines were less sharp 
and evidence of a fairl: firm un- 
dertone was scen from time to time. 
Country may | were small and 
there was little port demand. 

Provisions were extremely weak, 
with all products touching nev low 
points. The proposed opening of 
government stores, a development in 
the fight against the high cost of 
living, together with the break in 
live hogs, gave full sweep to bear- 
ish activity. Pork led in the down- 
turn, at one time dropping $2.75 
below yesterday’s closing prices. A 
leading packer was credited with 
selling lard. There was little sup- 
port to the market. 

At thé yards 25,000 hogs were re- 
ceived and about 13,000 of the ani- 
mals were unsold at the close of 
grading. Estimated hog receipts to- 
morrow were placed at 15,000, which 
will start the day with 28,000 hogs 
on sale.

If, 
however, there were the shadow of 
Japan behind the American-Mexico 
troubles how would the public opin- 
ion of America become excited?
